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COMMENT  ON  STATISTICS 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  showed  a rise  of  2,100  in 
twelve  months.  The  natural  increase,  i.e.  excess  of  live  births  over 
deaths  was  1,141  indicating  that  the  number  of  persons  moving  into  the 
district  was  approximately  1 ,000 . 

There  has  again  been  a fall  in  the  birth  rate,  but  this  still  remains 
higher  than  the  national  average.  The  death  rate  continues  to  be  lower 
than  the  national  rate. 

Cancer  and  other  malignant  diseases  accounted  for  203  deaths, 
almost  24%  of  the  total  deaths  in  the  district.  37  of  these  occurred 
under  the  age  of  55. 

Heart  disease  accounted  for  272  deaths,  31.3%  of  the  total,  244 
deaths  occurring  at  and  beyond  the  age  of  55  years. 

There  were  1 0 suicides,  8 males  and  2 females. 

Accidents  caused  19  deaths,  2.1%  of  the  total  deaths,  motor 
vehicle  accidents  being  the  cause  of  6 of  these.  They  were  spread 
fairly  evenly  through  all  age  ranges. 

44.1%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  the  75+  age  group. 

It  is  considered  that  the  overall  picture  is  satisfactory  in  relation 
to  the  rest  of  the  Country. 

Section  B 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

1.  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service: 

The  daily  collection  of  specimens  from  the  Health  Department 
for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Saint  Mary’s 
General  Hospital,  Portsmouth,  has  continued.  The  laboratory  provides 
an  invaluable  service  and  is  used  particularly  in  the  investigation  of 
outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  and  of  certain  streptococcal  infections 
causing  nephritis,  as  well  as  the  routine  examination  of  water,  milk  and 
food. 

I am  particularly  indebted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Dr.  D.  A.  H.  Payne,  whose  co-operation  and  advice  was 
available  at  all  times  and  most  willingly  given. 

2.  Nursing  Homes: 

One  Nursing  Home  ceased  to  be  registered  during  the  year.  The 
two  remaining  Nursing  Homes  continued  to  offer  a good  standard  of 
nursing  and  care,  and  there  was  no  material  change  in  their  circumstances.

Action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  three  persons  need- 
ing care  and  attention.

In  addition  to  the  above,  295  children  were  seen  by  a Medical 
Officer  at  Developmental  Assessment  Clinics.  These  are  held  specially 
for  children  from  the  premature  birth  register  and  for  other  children 
specially  referred. 

In  this  district  no  clinics  are  held  solely  for  immunisation,  and 
children  are  welcome  at  all  the  welfare  centres  for  consultation,  routine 
examination,  developmental  assessment  and  immunisation.  This  works 
very  well.  A separate  clinic  is  held  at  Dunsbury  Way  Centre  once  a week 
for  children  of  school  age  who  are  seen  by  appointment. 
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Antenatal  Clinics- 

Family  doctors  carry  out  antenatal  supervision  in  their  own 
surgeries,  with  midwives  and  health  visitors  in  attendance.  Mothercraft 
and  Relaxation  Classes  are  held  in  local  authority  clinics  by  health 
visitors  and  midwives.  Three  classes  were  being  held  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  A total  of  1 ,471  attendances  were  made  by  297  expectant  mothers, 
226  of  whom  were  booked  for  hospital  confinement  and  71  for  home 
confinement. 


Hospital  Accommodation  for  Maternity  Cases— 

The  Hospital  Management  Committee  provides  facilities  at  Saint 
Mary’s  Hospital,  Portsmouth;  Northlands  Maternity  Home,  Emsworth 
and  at  the  Grange  Maternity  Home,  Liss. 

During  the  year  317  applications  were  received  from  patients  or 
general  practitioners  for  recommendations  for  hospital  confinement  on 
social  grounds,  4 of  which  were  subsequently  withdrawn. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  all  applicants  to  be  admitted  to 
Hospital  for  confinement  except  15  who  subsequently  expressed  a wish 
to  be  confined  at  home.

Notification  of  Congenital  Defects  Found  at  Birth- 

The  doctor  or  midwife  present  at  birth  records  on  the  notification 
of  birth  card  any  defect  found  at  birth  and  afterwards  completes  form 
SD  56  which  gives  full  details  of  the  type  of  defect. 

OBSERVATION  AND  HANDICAP  REGISTER 

Early  diagnosis  and  treatment  can  substantially  improve  the 
outlook  for  the  handicapped  child  and  in  the  year  under  review  a 
computerised  system  has  been  devised  and  put  into  use  and  in  its 
application  has  been  found  to  be  very  useful.  This  new  system  automat- 
ically brings  forward  at  pre-determined  intervals  the  names  of  all  children 
who  fall  due  for  examination,  allows  for  easy  extract  of  essential 
information,  is  capable  of  being  up-dated  at  any  time  and  will  also 
produce  the  statistical  data  essential  for  reports  and  returns. 

At,  or  soon  after  birth,  details  are  recorded  of  any  child  where 
there  is  a known  increased  risk  of  problem  or  handicap.  The  factors 
involved  may  relate  to  heredity,  to  causes  occurring  during  pregnancy  or 
arising  during  the  confinement  or  to  abnormalities  apparent  at  birth. 

Details  are  also  recorded  of  other  children  under  the  age  of  five 
years  who  are  noted  to  have  any  handicap  or  potential  handicap  or  who 
suffer  from  illness  which  may  have  handicapping  sequelae. 

To  complete  these  records  information  is  obtained  from  many 
medical  and  nursing  sources  and  from  all  concerned  in  collating  this 
information  the  greatest  co-operation  has  been  received.  As  a corollary 
full  reports  on  examinations  conducted  by  the  Council’s  medical  officers 
are  sent  to  consultants  and  general  medical  practitioners  involved  with 
individual  patients. 

In  the  short  time  that  the  computer  has  been  in  use  for  this 
particular  purpose,  two  outstanding  benefits  have  resulted,  firstly  the 
assistance  given  to  future  planning  and  secondly  arrangements  are  now 
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possible  for  advance  placement  of  individual  children  in  the  most 
appropriate  environment.

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care: 

Recuperative  Holidays: 

During  the  year  holidays  were  arranged  for  33  persons  all  at  the 
request  of  general  medical  practitioners  and  use  was  made  of  six 
holiday  homes,  four  of  which  were  seaside  resorts  on  the  south  coast 
and  two  country  holiday  homes. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  for  three  elderly  persons  to  stay 
with  relatives,  one  at  a resort  on  the  north  west  coast  and  two  went 
to  a coastal  town  in  Kent. 

The  length  of  stay  varied  from  1 to  4 weeks,  the  majority  staying 
for  2 weeks. 

Preliminary  arrangements  were  commenced  in  2 other  cases  but 
for  various  reasons,  such  as  hospitalisation,  illness  etc.,  no  further 
action  could  be  taken  to  complete  arrangements  for  recuperative 
holidays. 
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Haemodialysis: 

During  the  year  adaptations  were  carried  out  in  5 houses  enabling 
the  hospital  authorities  to  install  intermittent  haemodialysis  equipment, 
providing  facilities  to  treat  patients  suffering  from  chronic  renal  failure, 
in  their  own  homes. 

Chiropody: 

During  the  year  1,165  aged  and  infirm  persons,  3 expectant 
mothers  and  3 others  were  given  5,335  treatments  by  chiropodists 
working  under  the  auspices  of  the  Havant  and  Waterloo  Council  of 
Social  Service. 

Loan  of  Nursing  Requisites: 

Sick  room  equipment  continues  to  be  provided,  upon  request, 
under  agency  arrangements,  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  who 
maintain  equipment  in  3 separate  stores  within  the  district. 

Night  Attendance  on  the  Sick: 

During  the  year  night  attendance  was  provided  for  4 persons  the 
average  period  of  attendance  being  two  or  three  nights. 

Cervical  Cytology: 

18  clinic  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  for  the  collection  of 
smears  for  cytological  diagnostic  investigation  by  the  Hospital  authorities. 

250  women  were  invited  to  attend  the  clinic  during  1970  and  the 
table  below  gives  details  of  attendances  and  the  findings  of  the  patholo-

In  respect  of  each  of  their  patients,  general  medical  practitioners 
were  sent  a copy  of  the  pathologist’s  report.  A suitable  letter  was  also 
sent  to  each  patient. 

Mental  Health: 

The  volume  of  work  in  this  section  has  continued  to  increase, 
which  is  to  be  expected  with  the  general  growth  of  population  in  the 
area.  The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  was 
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5,477  in  1970,  compared  with  5,468  in  1969. 

The  number  of  referrals  to  the  department  decreased  from  338  in 
1969  to  319  and  of  these,  the  mentally  ill  numbered  281 . 

69%  of  referrals  came  from  sources  other  than  from  family 
doctors. 

Mental  Welfare  Officers  were  concerned  in  the  admission  to 
hospital,  hostel  etc.,  of  141  persons,  81  being  admitted  informally.

Short-term  care  was  arranged  for  14  subnormal  persons,  9 of  whom 
went  to  Hospital,  4 to  Local  Authority  Hostels  and  1 elsewhere.  These 
arrangements  relieve  parents  and  relatives  of  the  day  to  day  care  of 
children  in  times  of  need. 

Hampshire  Training  Industries 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  number  of  trainees  attending, 
increased  from  54  to  61. 

Local  Industrialists  continued  to  supply  suitable  work  for  the 
trainees  and  completed  work  had  an  income  value  of  £5,460.  This 
monetary  return  enabled  incentive  pay  to  be  maintained  at  the  max- 
imum possible  level,  and  the  reserve  was  maintained. 

Social  education  and  domestic  training  continues  to  be  given  to 
all  trainees  as  a basic  part  of  the  Centre  curriculum. 

Once  again  two  weeks  holiday  was  arranged  in  September  at 
Sandown,  Isle  of  Wight  and  attended  by  31  trainees  accompanied  by 
three  members  of  the  Centre  Staff.  A film  was  made  of  some  of  the 
activities  and  excursions  for  showing  to  parents  and  friends. 

A Christmas  Party  was  held  on  18th  December,  when  gifts  were 
presented  to  each  trainee  by  The  Chairman  of  the  Council. 
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The  Parents  and  Friends  Association  was  very  active  in  fund  raising 
and  providing  outings  and  social  events  for  the  trainees.  During  each 
month  of  the  year  an  outing  or  social  was  arranged  and  was  well  attended 
by  trainees  and  supported  by  centre  staff. 

Rachel  Madocks  Training  Centre- 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  trainees  in  attendance  all  of 
whom  were  between  the  ages  of  4 and  15  years  was  51.  One  trainee 
progressed  sufficiently  to  be  transferred  to  the  Middle  Park  School. 

Two  weeks  holiday  at  the  H.O.C.H.O.  Holiday  Home,  Hayling 
Island,  was  attended,  in  July  by  25  trainees  accompanied  by  staff.  A 
Sports  Day  in  June,  held  at  the  Training  Centre,  was  enjoyed  by  all  who 
participated. 

An  Open  Night  was  held  in  October  and  a Christmas  display  was 
given  by  the  children  in  December  and  these  events  were  all  well  attended. 

The  Parent  Teacher  Association  continued  to  flourish  and  was  able 
to  help  with  the  cost  of  the  holiday  at  Hayling  and  the  Christmas  party.

These  figures  show  an  increase  of  5%  in  the  number  of  cases 
helped  when  compared  with  1969,  the  65  and  over  age  group  again 
making  the  greatest  demand  on  the  service. 
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Liaison  with  general  medical  practitioners  and  social  workers 
continued  satisfactorily  and  at  the  request  of  hospital  medical  social 
workers,  patients  were  sometimes  visited  in  hospital  in  order  to  arrange 
for  service  immediately  upon  their  return  home. 

All  new  applications  were  investigated  by  the  Home  Help 
Organisers  and  subsequent  routine  visits  made  as  often  as  practicable  to 
ensure  that  efficient  use  was  made  of  the  service.  During  the  year  the 
Organisers  made  3,899  domiciliary  visits. 

An  average  of  95  Part-time  Home  Helps  have  been  employed  each 
week  for  a total  of  74,010  hours  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Each  applicant  seeking  employment  as  a Home  Help  is  carefully 
selected  before  commencing  duty. 


11.  National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act,  1967: 

The  Portsmouth  and  District  Family  Planning  Centre,  by  arrange- 
ment, carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  above  Act,  within  the  district. 

Clinics  were  held  twice  weekly  on  Mondays  from  6.30  p.m.  to 
7.30  p.m.  at  the  Health  Services  Clinic,  Dunsbury  Way,  Leigh  Park,  and 
on  Thursday  from  6.0  p.m.  to  7.30  p.m.  at  the  Health  Services  Clinic, 
Park  Way  Havant. 

Patients  attend  without  prior  appointment. 


12.  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948: 

The  number  of  child  minders  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
252,  a decrease  of  23  when  compared  with  the  previous  year  and  the 
total  number  of  places  also  decreased  from  2248  to  2206. 

19  child  minders  were  catering  for  762  children  in  larger  groups 
in  church  halls  and  other  similar  buildings,  whilst  the  other  233 
received  children  into  their  own  homes. 


1 3 .  National  Assistance  Act , 1 948 : 

Disabled  Persons: 

The  number  of  disabled  persons  registered  continued  to  rise 
steadily  and  the  services  required  were,  under  my  direction,  mainly 
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provided  as  in  previous  years.  Initial  visits  and  recommendations  are 
made  by  a part-time  officer  who  is  employed  also  by  the  Hampshire 
County  Council.  The  increase  in  the  number  registered  was  indicative 
of  better  identification  rather  than  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
disability. 

Aids  to  daily  living  continued  to  form  a large  part  of  the  services 
provided,  particularly  the  supply  of  toilet,  bathing  and  walking  aids  for 
the  elderly  and  severely  disabled.  These  aids  were  supplied  through  the 
agency  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  only  with  the  approval  of  the 
general  practitioner  or  on  a consultant’s  recommendation. 

Permanent  aids,  such  as  fixed  handrails,  ramps  and  vehicular 
accesses  for  invalid  tricycles  were  provided  either  through  the  approp- 
riate housing  departments  or  by  private  contract. 

An  increasing  feature  of  the  work  has  been  the  re-housing  of 
disabled  persons  and  their  families  in  more  suitable  accommodation 
and  in  this  respect  co-operation  was  received  from  the  housing 
departments  of  this  authority  and  of  the  Portsmouth  City  Council. 

In  addition  to  the  agency  facilities  above  mentioned,  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  continued  to  organise  the  regular  meetings  of  clubs 
for  the  disabled,  undertook  domiciliary  visiting  and  provided  handicraft 
instruction  in  the  home. 

Requests  for  help  and  advice  were  received  from  hospitals,  doctors, 
nursing  staff,  social  workers,  voluntary  organisations,  friends,  relatives 
and  disabled  persons  themselves.  Liaison  was  maintained  with  hospitals 
and  voluntary  organisations  and  the  authority  was  represented  on  the 
Portsmouth  and  District  Multiple  Sclerosis  Society  Committee  and  the 
Disablement  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Department  of  Employment 
and  Productivity. 

Short  stay  holidays,  for  the  benefit  of  both  disabled  persons  and 
their  relatives,  were  arranged  on  either  a group  or  individual  basis. 
Group  holidays  were  provided  through  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
and  individual  holidays  in  special  homes  providing  services  for  the  more 
severely  disabled. 

Problems  regarding  wheelchairs  and  powered  invalid  tricycles 
were  received  from  and  referred  to  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security.  Close  liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Department’s 
appliance  centre  at  Saint  Mary’s  Hospital,  Portsmouth. 

During  the  year  badges  were  issued  to  44  disabled  drivers  to  enable 
them  to  be  identified  and  given  all  possible  help  with  their  parking 
problems  to  accord  with  the  recommendations  of  the  former  Ministries 
of  Health  and  Transport. 
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DISTRICT  NURSES  AND  MIDWIVES  - ATTACHMENT  TO 
FAMILY  DOCTORS 


During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Council  changed  its  policy  and 
decided  to  attach  to  General  Medical  Practitioners  their  staff  of  district 
nurses  and  midwives,  and  preliminary  arrangements  were  commenced 
without  delay. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  a full  scheme  of  attachment  for  these 
nurses  commenced  on  1st  December  1970. 

In  my  next  Annual  Report  I hope  to  be  able  to  give  a complete 
assessment  after  this  scheme  has  been  in  operation  for  one  year. 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  occurring  during  the  year  increased 
considerably  when  compared  with  last  year.  There  were  no  deaths  due 
to  this  cause.  Notified  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  also  considerably 
more  than  in  the  previous  year.  No  deaths  due  to  the  common  infectious 
diseases  of  childhood  were  recorded.

2.  Common  Lodging  Houses: 

There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

3.  Mosquito  Control: 

Early  in  the  year  conditions  in  the  marshes  around  the  coastline 
deteriorated  owing  to  the  extremely  heavy  rainfall  from  the  beginning 
of  November  1969  to  the  end  of  February,  a total  of  14.71  inches.  This 
made  more  difficult  the  work  on  the  winter  drainage  programme, 
nevertheless  some  progress  was  made  and  this  proved  invaluable  when 
weather  conditions  improved  during  March  and  April.  Water  levels  then 
dropped  rapidly  and  a good  kill  was  obtained  after  treatment  of  breeding 
areas  was  carried  out  during  this  period. 

Weather  conditions  remained  favourable  for  control  measures 
throughout  the  summer  although  some  heavy  infestations  were  en- 


countered  where  development  work  had  blocked  off  drainage  channels. 
With  so  much  development  in  the  area  and  the  need  to  dispose  of  excess 
soil,  efficient  and  natural  land  drainage  becomes  increasingly  difficult 
to  maintain. 

Fortnightly  inspections  of  all  known  breeding  places  were  made 
throughout  the  breeding  season  and  an  efficient  control  maintained  and 
very  few  adult  mosquitoes  were  seen  on  the  wing.  Only  three  complaints 
were  received. 

Since  steps  were  taken  to  put  into  practise  better  drainage  methods 
and  more  efficient  control  in  an  adjoining  district  complaints  from  the 
Emsworth  area  have  ceased. 

A monthly  rainfall  chart  taken  from  The  Beachlands  Weather 
Centre  is  given  below  and  compared  with  1969,  3Vl  inches  more  rain  fell 
an  increase  of  13%.
